frei«ht»*d Unci steamed up the hay be 
tween lines of harbor craft with flags 
of Am erica and the Allies dying and 
with w histles shrieking a welcome, 
Battery park and piers on the M an­ 
hattan and New Je rse y shore-« were 
thronged 
with 
flag waving, cheering 
m u l t i t u d e - as the M auretania moved 
up to her j»i**r. 
No Cheers for Wounded. 


At tht* same time, without cheers, o r ' 
an official welcome of any sort. 1,000 
wounded soldiers returned by way of
